Out of sixteen 
pigeons fired atonlyone was missed 
and this failure was largely due to 
the manner in which the trap was 
sprung. 
In the exhibition six different 
articles were used as handicaps. 
The first was a small wooden keg. 
After this a keg of ten gallons’ ca­ 
pacity was pushed on the gun bar­ 
rel through holes bored for the 
purpose. 
In none of the exhibi­ 
tion shots save in the first one with 
the small keg was Mr. Sober en­ 
abled to fire from the shoulder. 
All the rest of the firing was done 
from elbow to thigh. 
A larger keg, a half-barrel, was 
next put on the gun barrel, and 
then the greatest difficulty ap­ 
peared when a flour barrel 
was 
used. To hold these articles stead, 
it was necessary to fasten a piece 
of rope around them, tied at each 
end to the gun stock. 
But each shot was successfully 
made, and then, to demonstrate 
what further obstacles could be 
overcome by his unerring m arks­ 
manship, Mr. Sober piled a soap 
box on top of the flour barrel and 
fired at the bird with the gun stock 
planted against the inner side of 
bis right thigh. 
He grassed the 
bird instantly. 
Following this remarkable ex­ 
hibition, in which instinct of direc­ 
tion alone seemed to direct bis 
shots, Mr. Sober gave an exhibi­ 
tion of fancy shots, such as tiring 
with the gun reversed over bis 
head, and with the flour barrel at­ 
tached to the gun barrel and shoot­ 
ing backward over his shoulder 
with a handicap on the barrel, and 
sighting the bird with a hand mir 
ror.—Philadelphia Press.
